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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: A clock with a support and hanging indicators. 

Claim Objections 

1. Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 4 is 
dependent on itself. It is assumed the Applicant meant Claim 4 is to be dependent on 
Claim 3, which is how the Examiner interpreted the Claim and how the Claims were 
examined. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1. Claim 1 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable by 
Forman U.S. Patent No. 4,624,579. Forman teaches a clock comprising a support 20, 
20A, a hand moving mechanism 30 attached to the support, a plurality of time indicators 
10 attached to the support independently of the hand moving mechanism, and a hand 
40, 41 attached to the hand moving mechanism and adapted to point to the time 
indicators by action of the hand moving mechanism, wherein the time indicators are 
Arabic numbers (Col. 1, lines 54+; Col. 2, lines 1+; FIG. 4). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2-6 and 8-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Prior Art 

1. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

- Bradt U.S. Patent No. 4,421,421 discloses a kinetic clock structure. 

- Yanaka U.S. Patent No. 5,303,211 discloses a wall clock comprises a first and 
second time displayed suspended by one another by a cord. 

- Fransen U.S. Patent No. 5,521,888 discloses a clock having a suspended dial 
train with pivotally coupled arbors. 

- Huffman U.S. Patent No. 6,278,664 B1 discloses a timepiece with 
interchangeable displays. 

- Wimberly U.S. Patent No. 6,421,302 B1 discloses a digital time indicator 
comprising a support for a digital time indicator for hours with minute indicators 
supported by the center hour indicator.
